Huge Pearl Harbor Fire, 
Periling Supply Base, 
Brought Under Control 


HO Ni LULU, Feb. 27—(UP)—A roaring, oil-fed dock fire which 
raged through the Naval Supply Center piers at Pearl Harbor was 
net under control this afternoon after threatening to wipe 
out the multi-million-dollar supply base. 

The blaze, which broke out in the creosoted underpilings of the 
supply base dock, spread rapidly upward to engulf a large ware- 
house 

Observers said they believed the inferno was fed by a ruptured 
oil pipe under the docks. A heavy pall of black smoke hung over 
the entire harbor. 

All available fire-fighting equipment converged on the scene 
@nd 10 fireboats poured water on the blaze from the outer side. 

Navy ambulances stood by for casualties, but only two fire- 

fighters were overcome by smoke.

The bill provides that em- 
'ployees could receive maximum 
pension benefits after 30 years’ | 
service and ,upon reaching the | 
ages of 55 for women and 60 for | 
men.

Retire- 
ment would be compulsory at the 
ages of 65 for women and 70 for 
men.

1,040 strikes during each of the 10

came law. In the 10 years follow- 
ing, strikes averaged 3,207 a year, 
reaching 4,750 in 1945, he said. 


The Wagner Act helped swell 
the ranks of the CIO and AFL 
from 3,300,000 to 14,000,000, while 
it cut down the number of inde- 


pendent union -members from 


3,000,000 to 1,000,000, Dalton said. 
“Industry is fed up with the 


‘inequities of the NLRB,” the NAM

Solons Assail 
Kendricks 
Ignore Talk 


Rep. Cicero Kendrick, of Ful- 
ton, drew a sharp retort and a 
mild rebuke Thursday from two 
Legislators sponsoring labor bills 
which the Editor of the AFL’s 
‘Journal of Labor had advised la- 
bor unions to ignore. 


Speaking in the Senate on a 
point of personal privilege, Sen. 
R. G. Daniell, Sr., of Metter, 49th 
District, termed Kendrick’s re- 
marks “typical 
dictatorial policies of that type of 


‘labor leader,” and suggested that | 


‘possibly the bills did not go far 
‘enough. 

Kendrick told delegates at a 
meeting of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades that since one of Geor- 
gia’s two Governors is disobeying 
the Legislature, he is not asking 
anyone to obey it. 

He referred specifically to two 
bills, already passed by both 
Houses, which he said are uncon- 
stitutional and were proposed 
only to put labor unions out of 
business while awaiting a court 
decision on their constitution- 
ality. 

Daniell told the Senate certain 
labor leaders are proposing the 
Legislature and the people’s will 
as exercised through the Legisla- 
ture be be disregarded adding that 
nothing is more distasteful to him 
than Kendrick’s attitude. 
| W. H. Lovett, of Laurens, also 
‘rebuked Kendrick, telling report- 
ers that he holds no ill will 
against labor. The two bills, which 
would outlaw all forms of union 
security, the involuntary check- 
off and mass picketing, are not 
punitive but constructive, he said. 

The disputed legislation would 
encourage industry to come to 
Georgia because it would make 
labor unions more considerate of 
employers, Lovett said. 

“T consider any remarks made 
against the General Assembly this 
session were made in the heat of 
passion,” Lovett continued; “I 
have no doubt labor unions will 
comply with the law.” 

Meanwhile, Kendrick Thursday 
elaborated for reporters on his re- 
marks of the night before, saying 
he thought many features of the 
bills were unceénstitutional, Un- 
‘ions should wait and let the courts 
‘determine their validity but at the 
| same time proceed to organize 
| workers, he said. .

Dr. Collins said 7,861 white teachers and 
9,190 Negro teachers are without bache- 
lor’s degrees. As a_result, thousands of 
students in the State are suffering from 
instruction that likely is incompetent. 

Kven though teachers have not bene- 
fitted proportionately from the increase, 
Georgia public schools will receive nearly 
three times as much this year for salaries 
than was received in 1941. In that year, 
Dr. Collins disclosed, the State paid $9,640.- 
039.93 for salaries of teachers. In 1945-46 
the State paid $18,394,417 and if the-50 
percent increase hotds out this figure will 
be increased to $27,591,625.57 for the cur- 
rent school term. 

Statistics published in the New York 
Times show Georgia to be in a more fortu- 
nate position than most States in the num- 
ber of experienced teachers on the job. 
Sixty-seven percent of the teachers em- 
ployed in the State’s public schools in 
1940-41 are teaching now. Only Arizona, 
Colorado, Connecticut, the District of Co- 
lumbia, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Pennsyl- 
vania and Washington show a higher per- 
centage of experienced teachers. 

Unrest among teachers, exemplified by 
strikes in various schools over the country, 
no doubt is accentuated by the uncertain- 
ty of the times and aggravated by high 
prices of cost-of-living items which have 
shrunk the real value of teachers’ salaries 
that have always been low. The 
teacher problem is one that always has 
been with us through depressions and 
good times alike. Now, however, it ap- 
pears to have reached the acute stage. 

One of the most dangerous indications, 
educators believe, is that the teaching pro- 
fession has ceased to hold any lure for 
young people planning a career. In an 
article in the New York Times Magazine, 
Dr. Oliver C. Carmichael says that before 
the war there were 90,000 women and 
30,000 men enrolled in the nafton’s 179 
teachers’ colleges. In 1946 the nufnber had 
dropped to 51,000 women and 13,000 men. 
Continuing in support of his point, Dr. 
Carmichael said that 22 percent of all col- 
lege students in 1920 were enrolled in 
teachers’ colleges. In 1930 this figure had 
dropped to 17 percent and in 1946 reached 
the dangerous low of 7 percent. 

“For the great exodus from the teach- 
ing profession,” says the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, “low salaries may be chiefly to 
blame. . But the newspaper also finds 
other reasons. 

“In theory,” the Post-Dispatch declares, 
“the teacher is held in high esteem and 
appreciation; in practice, he or she is sub- 
ject to various bans and snubs from which 
other professions are exempt. The teacher 
usually is considered fair game for any 
community scold or bigot. His personal 
conduct and even intellectual views 
may be spied upon and tested arbitrarily 
by the mores of the most straight-laced or

Think Real Economy 


Ns W ASHINGTON—Over on the hill they are 

B bearing aloft, mid snow and-ice, that banner 

. with the strange device, economy. 

It is a delightful word, and the intention is good, but the 
harassed members of House and Senate are not happy. Every time 
they poise the knife for an amputation, the patient and all his 
friends begin to cry aloud in great pain and anguish. It is all right 
to economize, everyone agrees, but every project is a pet project. 
And the cry is to economize somewhere else. 

All the interests so long hostile to river ana dam projects see 
a great opportunity to kill off that type of work, but the Western- 
ers are fighting it because they long have needed the water projects 
supply, and certain smaller interests are joining them. But the 
outlook isn’t too good and that is where the knife likely will cut 
deepest. This will mean losses if work, already begun, is stopped. 
Thinking Meanwhile, only a few men seem to be thinking of 

economy in its proper terms, which is to do the 
spending where it will bring in the most. And to spend it where it 
will do the best job of preventing future losses. 

It is a little dismaying to see that the budget for the Veterans’ 
Bureau is nine billicn dollars and that the proposed budget for 
the armed services is eleven and a half billion. The interest on 
the war debt is five billion. This totals up to almost 26 billion 
a year. And all of it is unproductive outgo. 

It would appear, in looking at this and realizing that it is 
proper and desirable that the veterans have good treatment and 
that our armed services be maintained at their necessary strength 
in this most imperfect world, that there should be some expendi- 
ture on the State Department to enable it to be effective in its job. 
I do not mean merely its information program, vital as that is. 
That program will likely be severely cut by the economy:measures. 
I mean the entire program of the State Department. 


: n It is our first line of defense. 
First Line It ought to be enlarged because if the State De- 


partment isn’t able to do an effective job we will have another 
war and another Veterans’ Bureau and another increase in military 
expense and another war debt. 

It has as its head a man who may easily become our greatest 
Secretary of State, Gen. George Marshall. He is the first real 
administrator to head it in a generation and he is almost the only 
man who has been there and knows the world, its peoples and its 
tensions. 

He is publicly committed to the radio program to Russia and 
other countries. I know that he feels very strongly that this pro- 
gram is necessary and highly important. It was unfortunate that 
comment on its first program should have been made hastily and, 
I think, ill-advisedly, by two widely known news commentators. 

It was criticized as being dull. In a sense, this is a compli- 
ment to the program, because our State Department and its chief 
intend the program shall be entirely factual and shall not. be propa- 
ganda. No one wants this country in the business of propaganda. 
So, in its first program the writers leaned over backward trying 
to avoid any hint of propaganda. 


Its budget is small. 


Listened We know the Russians listened and that they are 

eager to hear others. And the programs will im- 
prove, but it is entirely probable they will seem dull and unim- 
portant to Americans who may hear them. 

This is easily understandable and illustrates better than any 
other argument the need for the program. We persist in thinking 
that everyone knows as much about us and our country as we do, 
Actually, they know almost nothing. The Germans, with their 
highly skilled intelligence units, were badly fooled in their evalua- 
tion of our intentions. 

Sec. Marshall, who did the almost superhuman job of head- 
ing our armies in.a war that was really global, is fully aware of 
the vacuum that exists in the world with regard to information 
about this country. The newspapers apd press associations need 
never fear the State Department wishes or. could, if it wished, in- 
terfere with or restrict in manner, the flow of news or the freedom 
of the press. 

But, as Gen. Marshall, now Secretary of State Marshall Says, 
radio program and our information program are vital. 
Even if Congress eliminates part of it in the economy move, it 
will have to return to it because the need is becoming more and 
more evident.

Insurance But, it is not merely in this field that the State 
Department needs more attention and consideration. 
Its personnel turns over too rapidly. It needs the reorganization 
the new Secretary is planning, but it also needs to be recognized by 
Congress and the people for what it is—namely, our first line of 
defenses. 
It is our insurance policy against another war and 
another and enormous veterans’ program and war debt. 
We make the grave error of thinking of foreign affairs as being 
much less important than domestic affairs. Actually, our chief 
domestic concerns of the moment are the great debt of war and 
the veterans of two wars. Payment to War Between the States 
veterans reached its greatest height about 1925, a fact which startles 
us. So, we ought to realize that foreign affairs can become, and 
do become, domestic affairs.

The 
main objections non-eaters raise 
to fish are “too many bones” and 
“too dry.” Both these objections 
are easily eliminated, first by 
choosing frozen, boned fillets, and 
second by cooking the fillets in 
any one of a number of savory 
sauces. Or if you prefer to fry or 
boil the fillets do remember to 
serve them with a sauce. Tartar 
sauce is a classic accompaniment 
to fried fish and is easily made by 
adding chopped pickle, a few 
drops of tabasco and other season- 
ings to mayonnaise. Egg sauce, 
which is sliced hard-cooked eggs 
added to a medium white sauce, 
together with a dash of Worces- 
tershire, is especially good with 
boiled fish. Broiled fish is usually 
best with a “butter sauce,” lemon- 
butter, parsley-butter, brown 
crumb-butter or other. Lemon 
butter is made by creaming 4 
tablespoons soft butter or mar- 
garine, then adding 2 or 3 table- 
spoons lemon juice and a sprin- 
kling of minced parsley. Spread 
the butter gently over the fish as 
it comes from the oven, then gar- 
nish the platter with lemon slices 
or sections. But here are spe- 
cific recipes, which, if followed, 
will make your fish dinners as 
popular as those which feature 
the most expensive cuts of meat.
